1. Attached is a draft of a letter fr<»i you to 
Mr. Brzezinski concerning his correspondence with 
Ifr. PotichnyJ and related matters. 

2. The draft responds to his inquiries concerning 
equivalents to Kultura and Svedectvi published in Rumanian 
and Bulgarian by iiidica t ing a favorable attitude toward such 
an eventuality wlth<»it c<»Bmitting the CS to support It. 

3. We do know about Peter J. PotichnyJ. There is no 
derogatory information ab^t him in our files. He 
collaborated with a cover organisation under one of our 
projects until 1961. We also know about Shakrai*s pamphlet. 
Do Khvyli , and have access to a ec^y of it through the above- 
menilomd project. In 1902 the project published a small 
pocket book under the title Dofeaimenty Ukrains*koho Komunizmu 
( Documents of Ukrainian ComaunlisB ), w carried excerpts 

qI Ijip Xn view oT~^5eaBSve , the draft letter says 

thaTlPo ^vyli does warrant publication, if published in 
its e^lrety in Ukrainian, English, and perhaps even Russian. 
Dissemination among Soviet Ukrainians would have the greatest 
impact. It suggests that PotichnyJ contact the organization 
which i^blished extracts fr<XR it earlier with a suggestion 
that they might publish the entire document.

The logical vay of dealing with 
Hr. BotiehnyJ, it aeena to ae, would be to point cnit to 
bin the ouciatence of this book and suggest that he approach 
Prolog with the idea of doing the entire text of Bo Khvyli .
